Brain-damaged infant dies after parents abandon court battle 


A brain-injured baby 
whose parents dropped a 
court battle to keep him 
on life support has died in 
their arms.

Alberta cuts energy royalty rates in bid to win investment

potentially cost the government hundreds of millions of dollars in lost revenue. 


power The Alberta govern¬ 
ment is cutting royalty 
rates for the oil and natu¬ 
ral gas industry starting 
next year in a bid to win 
back investment in the 
province. 

The province said Thurs¬ 
day the maximum royalty 
rates for conventional oil 
will be cut from 50 per 
cent to 40 per cent, while 
the top rate for natural gas 
will be 36 per cent, down 
from 50 per cent. 

A transitional five per 
cent royalty rate for new 
wells introduced last year 
will also become a perma¬ 
nent feature. 

“They will help us use in¬ 
novation to unlock our en¬ 
ergy resources, create op¬ 
portunities and jobs in 
communities large and 
small across our province 
and strengthen Alberta’s 
economic recoveiy,” Alber¬ 
ta Premier Ed Stelmach 
said of the cuts. 

The government said the 
net result of the cuts will 
be a $363-million reduc¬ 
tion in revenue in 2012 
and 2013. 


The province also said it 
wanted to streamline its 
regulatory regime by 
avoiding duplication with 


various departments in¬ 
volved in the approval 
process. 

“If we can move towards 


code of practice in some 
areas as opposed to very 
prescriptive kinds of ap¬ 
provals,” Environment 


Minister Rob Renner said. 

“That will probably 
evolve over time.”

Guerilla 
gardening 
in bloom 

Group greening up Edmonton 
by finding homes for vegetation

He’s Edmonton's version of 
Johnny Appleseed and this 
local green-thumb is hop¬ 
ing more people start fol¬ 
lowing his lead. 

“I love to throw tons of 
seeds over a fence, just to 
see what grows,” Dustin 
Bajer told a group of about 
a dozen people in a class¬ 
room at Grant MacEwan 
University. 

Bajer was at the school 
giving a talk on his grass¬ 
roots group Edmonton 
Guerrilla Gardeners, and 
his vision of a greener city. 

Bajer started a Faceboolc 
group three years ago and 
threw the idea out there to 
improve neighbourhoods, 
parking lots, and unused 
public spaces by gardening 
beyond your own back 
yard. 

That idea spread like 
weeds and at the garden¬ 
ers’ first event, 20 people 
showed up with plants in 
hand. Half of them Bajer 
had never met before. 

“We met at the gazebo 
off Whyte and it was total¬ 
ly unorganized,” Bajer said. 

“People just showed up 
with whatever plants they 
had and we just walked 
around the neighbour¬ 
hood trying to find homes

for them.” 

The Faceboolc group has 
about 400 members now.

While Bajer admitted 
that the name “guerrilla 
gardener” and the idea of 
illegal gardening can have 
negative connotations, he 
said his intentions are 
nothing but good. 

“We’re not about vandal¬ 
izing anything or trespass¬ 
ing,” he said. “We’re just 
about trying to do some¬ 
thing interesting with neg¬ 
lected space. And there’s a 
lot of it.”

Ottawa gives grandchildren a break

April 6, 2010, to change 
the law.

NDP critic Jean Crowder 
said her party will support 
the bill, although she said 
it doesn’t address broader 
native questions.

Chilean president’s first 
day marred by quakes 


The earth shook Thursday 
as dignitaries walked in for 
the swearing-in of Sebast¬ 
ian Pinera as Chile’s presi¬ 
dent. 

The president and his 
ministers then quickly 
swore their oaths, and the 
audience of 2,000 headed 
for the exits, joining an 
evacuation called out of 
concern that Thursday’s re¬ 
peated aftershocks would 
set off another tsunami. 

Inauguration Day was 
peppered with more than a 
dozen significant after¬ 
shocks, amply demonstrat¬ 
ing Pinera’s challenges after 
last month’s magnitude-8.8 
quake, one of the biggest in 
modem history. 

Chile’s first elected right- 
wing president in 52 years 
won office promising to im¬ 
prove the economy. He says 
he’ll be the “reconstruction 
president.” His advice to cit¬ 
izens: “Let’s dry our tears 
and put our hands to work.”

Condom machines 
draw ire from church 


The decision by a Rome 
high school to install con¬ 
dom vending machines 
has set off a storm in Italy, 
with the Catholic Church 
charging the move will en¬ 
courage young people to 
have sex and Rome's may¬ 
or saying it sends the 
wrong message. 

But the Keplero high 
school vowed Thursday to 
go ahead with its experi¬ 
ment, billed as the first in 
the capital. While it’s a rel¬ 
ative novelty for Italy, 
schools in several other Eu¬ 
ropean countries have in¬ 
stalled the machines in 
hopes of curbing teen 
pregnancy and HIV. 

“This is not about stimu¬ 
lating the use of condoms 
or intercourse,” Antonio 
Panaccione, the school 
headmaster, told The Asso¬ 


ciated Press. “On the con¬ 
trary, it’s about prevention 
and education.” 

The school plans to in¬ 
stall six vending machines 
as part of educating stu¬ 
dents about sexuality and 
HIV protection. The price: 
€2 ($2.80) for a pack of 
three, lower than market 
prices. 

Cardinal Agostino Valli- 
ni, the pope’s vicar for 
Rome, said the decision 
trivialized sex. He said it 
“cannot be approved by 
Rome’s ecclesiastical com¬ 
munity or by Christian 
families who are seriously 
concerned with the educa¬ 
tion of their children.” 

The newspaper of the 
Italian Bishops’ Confer¬ 
ence said Thursday that 
sex was being reduced to 
“mere physical exercise.” 


AIDS response 

• Pope Benedict XVI drew 
criticism from European 
governments, international 
groups and scientists last 
year when he said distribut¬ 
ing condoms was not the 
answer to Africa's AIDS 
problem. He said a moral at¬ 
titude toward sex — absti¬ 
nence and marital fidelity — 
would help fight the virus.

MPs want answers from Transport Canada 


toyota Transport Canada 
came under fire from MPs 
yesterday over its han¬ 
dling of safety concerns 
with Toyota vehicles after 
disclosing that authori¬ 
ties had received 17 accel¬ 
eration-related com¬ 
plaints before last fall’s 
recall. 

Department officials 
were called on the carpet 
by opposition MPs at a 
committee meeting to an¬ 
swer why they did not re¬ 
spond more quickly to the 
problems. 

And one MP on the 
Commons transport com¬ 
mittee accused the depart¬ 


ment of having too cosy a 
relationship with Toyota 
Canada, noting it had ap¬ 
plauded the automaker’s 
efforts in issuing a recall 
last fall. 

Since then, the world’s 
No. 1 automaker has got a 
black eye over mounting 
concerns about the safety 
of its vehicles, resulting in a 
string of embarrassing ad¬ 
missions and recalls involv¬ 
ing more than eight million 
vehicles worldwide. 

Of those, some 270,000 
have been recalled in 
Canada and more than 
four million in the United 
States 


Transport officials de¬ 
fended their response and 
noted there had been no 
confirmed cases of fatali¬ 
ties in Canada. 

“When we receive an ac¬ 
celeration problem, it does 
not necessarily mean that 
it is related to a sticky ac¬ 
celerator,” said Gerard 
MacDonald, the Transport 
Department’s associate 
deputy minister. 

Officials said they were 
not aware of any com¬ 
plaints of a “sticky pedal” 
until Toyota informed the 
department in Januaiy it 
had received five.

new watchdog report says. 

The government said the 
$17.2 billion bailout was a 
necessary step to save Gen¬ 


eral Motors and Chrysler. 
GMAC provides critical fi¬ 
nancing to auto dealers, 
who borrow to finance 
their fleets until the cars 
can be sold to consumers. 

Yet GMAC faced far fewer 
conditions than the bailed- 
out automakers, the report 
says. When the automak¬ 
ers were rescued, they 
were forced into bankrupt¬ 


cy. Shareholders lost their 
investments, creditors took 
a hit and executives were 
forced to detail plans for 
making the companies vi¬ 
able. GMAC was treated 
more like banks that re¬ 
ceived bailouts without 
having to explain what 
they were doing with the 
money, the report says.

f hen first 
considering 
a voyage to 
South 

Africa, the 
host countiy of the 2010 FI¬ 
FA World Cup, it was not 
without trepidation. 

Crime, poverty and fear 
had an impact on what has 
always been a narrow ap¬ 
preciation of sport. South 
Africa, and Johannesburg in 
particular, present new wa¬ 
ters to navigate. They also 
force an acceptance that 
most barriers can be bro¬ 
ken down on the Earth’s 
fields of play. 

At the spectacular Soccer 
City stadium in Soweto, 
once the scene of so much 
strife in a racially divided 
countiy, there is now a pal¬ 
pable feeling that those 
days may be extinct. They 
just might be replaced by 
the pride that the black 
majority will feel when 
89,000 plus gather in the 
sparkling new monument 
to a beloved game. 

When Mexico and South 
Africa open the World Cup 
in early June they will do so 
just down the street from 
the dilapidated metal 
shacks and the memories 
of apartheid. The scars of a 
wounded society remain. 
Most of the people here 
can’t afford a ticket — they 
can’t even dream of it. 

Still, they are determined 
to be gracious and willing 
hosts. 


“We have seen those 
stars, Ronaldo of Portugal, 
Rooney of England and Tor¬ 
res of Spain, but only play¬ 
ing on TV,” says Harold 
Moyo, a worker at the Soc¬ 
cer City stadium. “But this 
is special because it’s the 
only time we will see them 
playing live and on our 
home soil and we are very 
proud of it.” 

At a Soweto primary 
school where most of the 
420 students are orphans, 
the kids who battle back 
and forth with a ragged 
football shout the names of 
South African stars like 
Telco Modise and Steven 
Pienaar. But they also joy¬ 
ously identify international 
icons such as Lionel Messi 
of Argentina, Thierry Henry 
of France and Kalca, the 
brilliant, Brazilian midfield¬ 
er. 

Such is the universal 
recognition that the World 
Cup in Africa is a good 
thing, not just for sport, but 
also for human beings who 
are devoted to the “Beauti¬ 
ful Game.” 

“These are our country’s 
most disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren,” says Malchotso Sam¬ 
bo, the school’s principal. 
“But in the World Cup and 
the players who come, they 
will see that maybe there is 
something better in their 
future if they work hard.” 

In Soweto, it seems, 
there’s not a lot to fear. In¬ 
stead, hope springs eternal 
in what is, for now, the 
world’s most important 
soccer city.

Green Zone is a curious 
new creation by the 
Bourne Ultimatum 
actor/director team of 
Matt Damon and Paul 
Greengrass. 

The film wants to be both 
a complicated drama about 
the questionable motives 
behind the U.S. invasion of 
Iraq and a relentless action 
thriller. 

Each element is done well 
in isolated sequences, but 


they are awkwardly shoe- 
homed together into a two- 
hour running time that can 
barely contain all of the 
ideas and explosions. 

Had the filmmakers fo¬ 
cused on making either an 
intimate political drama or 
a popcorn action flick, this 
could have been an excel¬ 
lent film. Instead it’s merely 
a muddled, but interesting 
movie that should have 
been more. 

Damon stars in action 
hero mode as a soldier 
whose missions to discover 
WMDs keep turning up 
empty despite constant ca¬ 
sualties on both sides. 

He tries to uncover the 
tmth and leams that all of 
the intelligence reports are 
coming from questionable 
sources, the CIA doesn’t 
seem to know what’s going 


on, and a high profile 
American journalist is writ¬ 
ing articles about an in¬ 
formant in Iraq who might 
not exist. 

It’s a big complicated 
mess, not unlike what real¬ 
ly happened in Iraq. 

But with consistent ac¬ 
tion beats coming every 15- 
20 minutes, it can be frus¬ 
trating to slingshot from 
confusion to stylized bat¬ 
tles. 

The actors are well cast 
and the production is ex¬ 
pertly executed, but some¬ 
thing about the balance just 
doesn’t seem right and it 
quickly becomes distract¬ 
ing. 

Part of this comes down 
to director Greengrass who 
creates films with an inordi¬ 
nate emphasis on realism. 

Green Zone is shot with 


an endlessly shaking docu¬ 
mentary-style camera and 
features an incredibly de¬ 
tailed production design 
that puts the audience in 
the heart of the battle. 

But the plot is laid in such 


a conventional matter that 
it will often take viewers 
out of the immersive expe¬ 
rience. 

So much of Green Zone is 
done well that it’s an impos¬ 
sible movie to hate, but it 


doesn’t add up to more 
than a sum of it’s impres¬ 
sive parts.

my Award-winning actor. 

It’s unclear what 
Whitaker is doing here, es¬ 
pecially when he’s 
matched with Mencia, 
whose attempts at serious 
acting make it seem like 
his character is autistic.

Cattrall takes on political thriller 


Sex and the City actress teams up with famed director Polanski for The Ghost Writer 



While she may be a star 
of one of those most well- 
known and successful 
franchises in TV and film 
history, Sex and the City 
star Kim Cattrall was still 
more than a little 
starstruck at the prospect 
of working for director 
Roman Polanski in his lat¬ 
est film, The Ghost Writer. 

“It’s unbelievable,” she 
says, speaking to Metro by 
phone from London, where 
she’s starring in Noel Cow¬ 
ard’s Private Lives in the 
West End. “My agent called 
me and said, ‘Roman wants 
to talk to you.’ I was like, 
‘What? Roman Polanski is 
going to call me. OK.’”

and funny,” she says. 

“He’s got a cheeky 
l sense of humour. He’s 
1 also tough. Some¬ 
times he seems im¬ 
possible to please. But 
he’s a perfectionist, and 
perfectionists can drive 
you insane, but they can al¬ 
so inspire you to work in¬ 


credibly hard.” 

Cattrall insists she didn’t 
mind Polanski’s taskmas¬ 
ter tendencies. “The stakes 
were high all the time. We 
would shoot some scenes 
initially in 40 minutes. If 
we didn’t get it in 40 min¬ 
utes within five or six 
takes, we weren’t going to 


get the scene,” she remem¬ 
bers. “It literally was like a 
machine, and he was the 
leader of it. It felt some¬ 
times like going into battle, 
and he was our leader.” 

In The Ghost Writer — in 
theatres Friday — Cattrall 
plays Amelia Bly, the in¬ 
scrutable personal secre¬ 


tary to former British 
Prime Minister Adam Lang 
(Pierce Brosnan). To pre¬ 
pare for the part, Cattrall 
went right to the source. 

“I contacted someone in 
Gordon Brown’s adminis¬ 
tration who’d basically 
done that,” Cattrall says. 
“She was really helpful in

This is a woman who really 
didn’t have a personal life.

And though she enjoys 
dramatic work such as The 
Ghost Writer, Cattrall says 
she’s reveling in returning 
to comedy, both onstage in 
London and later this year 
in Sex and the City 2 — 
though the theater has a 
distinct advantage. 

“It’s great to make peo¬ 
ple laugh. I did it on Sex 
and the City, but I didn’t 
ever get to hear the laugh¬ 
ter because it’s on a DVD or 
TV, she insists. “But what’s 
great about this show is it’s 
instant. I love being in 
front of a live audience.”

never been nomi¬ 
nated for an Oscar. 
He has a couple 
Golden Globe 
nods to his credit and an 
MTV Movie Best Fight 
Award statuette on his 
shelf, but so far the heavy 
gold has evaded him. 

Perhaps because of his 
dapper good looks he does¬ 
n’t get spoken about in the 
same breath as Colin Firth 
or Morgan Freeman. Per¬ 
haps a resume dotted with 
films like Dante’s Peak 
knocks him down a peg or 
two in the Academy’s opin¬ 
ion. 

Or maybe it’s his predilec¬ 
tion for doing shamelessly 
populist fare like Mama Mia 
and this weekend’s Remem¬ 
ber Me (co-starring as 
Robert Pattison’s father) 


that keeps him from being 
taken as seriously as say, 
George Clooney, another 
genetically blessed actor, 
who, like Brosnan, got his 
big break on television. 

He could have been nomi¬ 
nated for his work in The 
Matador, a little seen, but 
critically lauded film from 
2005. In it Brosnan plays Ju¬ 
lian Noble a jaded hit man, 
or “facilitator of fatalities” 
who finds a confidant in a 
struggling businessman, 
played by Greg Kinnear. 

Brosnan’s performance as 
Julian, the hit man who de¬ 
velops confidence prob¬ 


lems, is a revelation. We 
have seen Brosnan as the 
slickly comic private eye 
Remington Steele on televi¬ 
sion, the sophisticated 
James Bond and even as the 
suave jewel thief in The 
Thomas Crown Affair but 
until now we have never 
seen him in Beatle boots 
and a Speedo traipsing 
across a hotel lobby. 

His Julian is a manic cre¬ 
ation — amoral, rude and 
unlike Bond, the character 
that has defined his career 
for the last decade, un¬ 
shaven. With this one per¬ 
formance Brosnan entered 


a new phase in his career, 
effortlessly leaving the ur¬ 
bane Bond behind. 

Maybe next year he’ll fi¬ 
nally get the recognition he 
deserves when the Acade¬ 
my gets a load of his work 
in The Ghost Writer. As ex¬ 
prime minister Adam Lang 
he embodies the role, like 
he was bom for photo ops 
in front of private jets, wav¬ 
ing to his constituents. 

It’s good work that effec¬ 
tively erased the image of 
him as a half man / half 
horse in the recent film Per¬ 
cy Jackson and the 
Olympians. 

Despite the odd misstep, 
he is an interesting actor 
who deserves more respect 
than he gets. 

If the movie gods can al¬ 
low Mon’ique to go from co- 
starring in Beerfest to win¬ 
ning a Best Supporting Ac¬ 
tress Oscar, surely they can 
ignore Brosnan’s silly beard 
in an ill conceived Robinson 
Cmsoe remake or the non¬ 
thrilling thriller Live Wire 
and finally give him his due.

Valleys of 
Neptune is 
not the Hen¬ 
drix holy grail. Not even 
close. While it is several 
notches above previous 
posthumous releases (First 
Rays of the Rising Sun ex¬ 
cluded), Valleys of Neptune 
remains a compendium of 
outtakes and warm-up 
tracks. There is little here 
that approaches the genius 
so evident in the albums 
released during Hendrix’s 


all-too short life. The ma¬ 
jority of these 12 studio 
tracks were recorded in 
the spring of 1969. It was a 
turbulent time for the Jimi 
Hendrix Experience. 
Bassist Noel Redding left 
part way through, replaced 
by Billy Cox. 

Eddie Kramer, original 
soundman the Hendrix 
originals, has lovingly re¬ 
mastered the recordings, 
but still the magic isn’t 
there. 

There are three rework¬ 
ings of songs dating from 
1967’s Are You Experi¬ 
enced — Stone Free, Fire 
and Red House. It’s hard to 
imagine Hendrix, ever 
wanting them released. 
There is also Hendrix’s in¬ 
strumental take on the 
Cream hit Sunshine of 
Your Love. Fans would like 
to point to this as proof 
Hendrix was better than 


Eric Clapton. There’s no 
knockout punch here, 
though. 

The fieiy solos on the 
blues tracks Hear My Train 
A Cornin’ and Ships Pass¬ 
ing Through the Night are 
the only real standouts. 

Better news for Hendrix 
fans is Sony’s release this 
week of remastered ver¬ 
sions of the guitar wizard’s 
core catalogue — Are You 
Experienced, Axis: Bold as 
Love, Electric Ladyland, 
Band of Gypsys and the 
posthumous First Rays of 
the Rising Sun. With new 
liner notes and accompa¬ 
nying DVDs detailing the 
process each record was 
made, these repackaged 
works are must haves for 
Hendrix fans. 

If you still have a hunger 
for Hendrix, then — and 
only then — go out and 
buy Valleys of Neptune.

After an enduring 18 years 
in Hollywood, Jon Seda fi¬ 
nally landed perhaps the 
most important role of his 
career. 

The long-time thespian,

Someone is missing from Top Model

Is the fashion world ready 
for a disabled model? 

Probably not, says So¬ 
phie Morgan, one of eight 
disabled women vying for 
a modeling career on the 
reality series Britain’s Miss¬ 
ing Top Model. 

“I loved that the show 
raised that question and 
tried to answer it,” says 
Morgan, who was para¬ 
lyzed below her chest in a 
car accident six years ago. 

“And I think the disabled 


have every right to share 
that catwalk. 

“But whether the fash¬ 
ion world is ready and you 
can make a living at it, I 
have to honestly say not 
yet.” 

Britain’s Missing Top 
Model explores that ques¬ 
tion in great detail as it 
puts its contestants — who 
have disabilities as varied 
as deafness, missing limbs 
and brain injuries — 
through their supermodel 
paces as they vie for a 
modeling contract and a 
magazine shoot.

Now 31, Labine has had 
a few years in L.A. to get 
some perspective on that 
advice. He’s been close to 
having that breakout U.S. 
hit a few times over the 
years but still no cigar. 
Reaper, the CW series in 
which he played slacker 
pal “Sock” Wysocki, was a 
cult favourite but barely 
limped into a second sea¬ 
son. The ABC sci-fi series 
Invasion also failed to land 
with audiences. 

Those setbacks take a 
toll, “especially when you 
pour your heart into some¬ 
thing and they toss it on 
the floor,” he said at the 
Sons of Tucson press 
launch earlier this year in 
Los Angeles. What he has 
come to accept is that, 
“even though a show fails, 
it doesn’t necessarily 
mean I’ve failed.” 

“What I learned is 
that it’s all about the 
work ethic and how 
you treat other people. 
It’s a great Canadi¬ 
an attribute”

2 tbsp olive oil 
8 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en thighs 

250 g button mushrooms 

6 oz (175 g) baby leeks 

4 small turnips, peeled 

and quartered 

500 g pre-washed small 

new potatoes 

2 1/3 cups chicken stock, 

made with stock cube 

4 tbsp medium or sweet 

sherry 

200 g green beans 
1 tbsp cornstarch 
1 cup plain low-fat yogurt 
Grated zest of 1 lemon 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in pot. Add 
chicken; season and cook 
over high heat 2 minutes, 
turning. Remove from pot 
and set aside. 

2. Add mushrooms to pot 
and cook over high heat, 
stirring, 1 minute. Reduce 
heat; add leeks, then 


turnips and potatoes. 

3. Pour in stock and sher¬ 
ry. Bring to boil. Add 
chicken and juices from 
plate. Reduce heat, cover 
and cook 10 minutes. 

4. Add beans, cover and 
bubble until chicken and 
vegetables are cooked. Di¬ 
vide among four plates. 
Keep warm. 

5. Boil stock uncovered 
over high heat 5 minutes 
to reduce. Meanwhile, mix 
cornstarch with yogurt 
and lemon zest. 

6. Gradually add most of 

reduced stock to yogurt 
mixture, stirring, and 
pour back into pot. Boil, 
stirring, to thicken sauce. 
Pour some sauce over 
chicken and vegetables; 
serve remainder separate¬ 
ly. SERVES 4
